Automobile is Found

The first thing that occupied the attention of the 


investigators were wrecks of a truck and automobile 
from which the blast was believed to have come From 
the wreckage were taken a New Jersey automobile li- 
cense whose reported number corresponded with that 
issued to Dunham Beedon, a Newark pharmacist who 
was reported this morning to have come to "Wall street 
on business. 


The list of casualties, mounting as excited

passed from mouth to mouth at 12:30 was reported to 
have reached fifteen killed and 50 injured, but an accur- 
ate count was impossible in the intense confusion that 
swept the financial district. 


It was equally impossible an hour after the explos- 


ion occurred to determine either its exact nature for 
spectators were held back by the police. 


Say Bomb Was Dropped 


It was reported, however, that shortly before noon 


an automobile with two men drew up in front of the 
Morgan offices and that when Morgan defectives ap- 
proached the machine one man alighted and cither acci- 
dentally or purposely dropped what appeared to be a 
bomb. 


Occupants of a skycraper looking down on Wall 


street, told another version of the automobile story. 


They declared they had seen the car draw up and 


the man leave it. These spectators advanced the the- 
ory that the bomb—if it was a bomb—had been timed. 
The version differed from the first, as regards the two 
passengers and their chauffeur. The first story had it 
that they were,among the dead or injured. 


Bodies Terribly Mutilated
